yentured our Eſtates and Lives, bur I with I could not ſay, Our Souls 
and Conſciences, to throw off, Whar, others (Sir) think of this Levity, 
I cannor tell, I mean thoſe that ſteer their Coniciences by occaſions, and 
cannot loſe rhe honour they never had: Burt truly (Sir) for my own 
parr, Idare as little not declare it to be my Opinion,-as others more 
prudenrial dare ayow it to be theirs , Thar we are this day making £ 
all 'the reproaches of our Enemies, owning of our ſelves Oppreflors, 
Murderers, Regicides, Subverters of thar, which now we do nor only 
acknowledge toliets been a lawful Government ; bur by recalling ir, 
confeſs ir now to be the beſt ; Which (Sir) if itbe true, and thatwe 
now begin ro fee aright, I heartily wiſh, our eyes had been ſooner 0- 
p pen 3 and for three Nations ſake, that we had purchas'd our Conyi&i- 
on at a cheaper rate. We mighr (Sir) in Foxrty two, have been, whar 
we thus contend robe in Fifty nine ; and our Conſciences have had 
» much leſs to anſwer for to God, and our Repurtarions to the World, 
Bur Mr. Speaker, wiſh with all my ſoul, I did ſtate our Caſe to you 
amiſs, and that it were the Queſtion only, Whether we ' would yolun- 
xarily relapſe into the diſeaſe we-were formerly poſſeſled with, and of 
Y our own accords take up our old yoke, that we with wearing and cuſtom 
had made habitual and 'cafie, and which (it may be)*rwas more our 
wantonneſs then our preflure, that made us throw ir off, Bur this (Sir) 
is not now:rhe-Queſtion : that which we deliberare, is not, Whether we 
will ſay we do not care to be free, we like our old Maſters, and will now 
be contentto have our ears bored atthe door poſts of their houſe, and {6 
ſerve them for ever; Bur (Sir) asif we were con:ending for ſhame as 
well as ſervitude, we are carrying our ears to be bored at the doors of ax 
' Other Houſe ; A Houſe (Sir) withour Name, and therefore is is bur-'con-

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gruous it fhould conſiſt of Members without family ; A Houſe that in- 
verrs th2-Order of Slavery, and ſub jeAsit to our Servants ; and yer, in 

contradiction to Scriprurc, we do nat only nor think thar ſubjetion 4h - 

tolerable, but are now pleading for it. Ina word, Sir,Itis a Houſe of ſo 

incongruous ant odious a compoſition and mixture , that certainly the 

giand Architect would nzver have {o framed ir, had it not been his de- 

fion 2s well to ſhew to the world t:22 contempt be had of i, asto demgn=- 

ſtrate th2 power he had over 5, 

Sir, Thar it may appear; that L ir.tond not to be ſo prudent, (as far as 
my part'is concerned) as to make a voluntary Rehignarion ot my Liber - 
ty and Honour to this excellent part of his lare Highneſs his laſt 
Will and Teſtament, I thall crave (Sir) the leave to d-claretin a {cy 
particulars my Opinion of this Ocher Houle ; wherein 1 carnort bur 
promiſe my ſelf to be fayourably heard by ſome, but patiently heard b 
all z Forthoſe Englithmen thar are againlt this Houſe, will certainly 
with content hear the Reaſons why others are ſo roo ; thoſe Cour- 
tiers that are for it, g1ve me evidence enough to think that in nature 
there is nothing which they cannot will-ngly endure, | 

Fuſt (Sir) As rothe Aurhor and Framer of this Houſe of Peers; Let 
me put you in mind, it was He, 'that with reiterated Oarhs, had often 
ſworn to be tru? and faithful to the Coverament w:thout it : and not oaly 
ſworn ſo himſclf, bur had been the chick Inſtrument both ro draw and 
compel orhers to ſwear {o too, So (Sir) that the foundation of this 
Noble Fabrick was laid in Perjury, and was begun with the yiolation 
and coatempr, as well of the Laws of God, as of the Nation, He (Sir) 
that call'd Monarchy Aatichriſtian in another, and indeed mad- ir fo in 
himſclf ; He that Voted a Houſe of Lords dangerous and wneceſſary, and 
rootruly made it ſo in his Partiſans ; He that with fraud and force de- 
prived you of your Liberty when he was living, andentailed Slavery 
upon you at his dearh ; *ris He ($1r) that hath left you theſe worthy O- 
verſeers of thar his laſt Will and Teſtament 3 Who, however they have 
behaved themſelves in other truſts, we may be confident they will en- 
dzavour faithfully ro diſcharge rhemſelyes in this. In a word (Sir) 
had this Other Houſe no other faulr bur its Inſticution and Author, 1 
ſhoul4 think that original fin enough for irs condemnation :. For I am 
of their opinion that think, that for the good of example, all Ats and 
Monuments of Tyrants are to be expunged, and eraſed, that it 
poſſible their memory might be no longer liv*d then their carcaſſes, And 
the truth is, their good Laws are of the number of their Snares, and bur 
baſe Brokage for our Liberty, 

Bur Sir,to impure to thisOther Houſe no other faults bur irs OWN,YOLL 
may pleaſe in the firſt place to confider of the power which his Highneſs 
ixach left ir, according to that humble Petition. aad Advice, which he was 


_ pleaſed to give order rozhe Parliament to preſent unro him, For (Sir) 


as the Romans had Kings, ſo had his Highneſs Parliaments amongſt his 
Inſtrements of ſlavery ; And I hope (5) it will be no offence for me'to 
pray.that his Son may nor have them ſo too,” Bur (Sir) they haye a Ne- 
garfve Voice, and all other circumſtances of that Arbitary Power, which 
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made the former Houſe intolerable ; only the Dignity, and quality of 
the perſons themſelves is wanting, that our flavery may be accompanicd 
with ignominy andattronr, And now (Mr. Speaker) have we not glo- 
rioully vindicared the Narions Liberty > have we not worthily imploy- 
ed our Bloud and Treaſure to abolith that Power that was {ct over us 
by the Law, to have the ſame impos'd upon us without a Law > And 
aftcr all that ſound and noiſe we have made in the World, of the Peo- 
ples Legiſlative Power, and of the Supremacy and Omniporency of 
their Repreſentatives ; we now {ce there is no niore power lett thembur 
what 1s pur in the balance, and <qualicd by the power of a few retainers 
of Tyranny, who are ſo far from being of the Peoples choice, that the 
moſt part of them are only known tothe Nation by the villanies and 


miſchiefs they have committed in it, 


In the next place (Sir) you may plcale. to conſider that the perſons 
inveſted with this power, are all of them nominated and deſigned by 


the Lord ProteCor (for to ſay, by him and bis Council, hath in etf:& no 


more diſtin&ion,rthen if one thould ſay, by 0!zver, and Cromwel,) By this - 
means the Prore&or himſelf, by his own and his Pcers Negative, be- 


.comes in effe& two of the three Eſtates 3 and by conſequence, is pofleſt 


of. rwo parts of the Legiſlative Power. I think this can be a doubt rono 
man, that will bur take the pains to read over that fair Catalogue of 
thoſe Noble Lords : for certainly no man that reads their names, can 
poſſibly fancy for what other vertues or good qualities ſuch a compo=- 
fition ſhould be made choice of, but only the certainty of their compli- 
ance with whatſoever ſhould be enjoyncd them by their Creator, (Par- 
don Sir that name, for *cis properly appliable, where things are made of 
nothing.) Now (Sir) if in the former Government, cncreaſe of Nobili- 
ty was a gnieyance, becauſe the new Nobility, having freth obligaticn 
ro the Crown, wererhe eafilier led ro compliance with ir : 'And if one 
of the main Reaſons for excluſion of the Biſhops our of the Houſe of 
Lords, was becauſc thar they being of the Kings making, were in eftc& 
ſo many certain Votes for whateyer the King had a mind to carry in 
that Houſe : how much more aflured will that inconvenience now be, 
when the ProteCtcr, that wants nothing of the King, bur, inevery ſenſe 
112 Title, ſhall nor only make and nominate a parr, but of himſelf con- 
ſtirurethe whole Houſe > In a word (Sir) if our Liberty was endanger- 


ed by the former Houſe, we may give it loſt in the Other Houſe 3 And 


*ris in all reſpe&s as advantagious and ſecure for the Liberty of the Na- 
rion,which we come hither to redeem,to allow this power and notion to 
his Highneſs Officers, or Council,*nay his very Chaplains, as to his 0- 


ther creatures and partiſans in his Other Houſe, 


Now having conſidered (Sir) their Author, Power,and Conſticution, 
gtve me leave to make ſome few Obſervations, though bur in genera], 
of the Perſons themſelves that are deſigned to be our Lords and Maſters, 
and ler us ſce whar either the extraordinary quality or qualifications ate 


of theſe cgregious Legiſlators, which may Juſtific their choice, and pre- 
- vail with the People ro admir them, ar leaſt, into equal Authority with 
the whole Repreſentative Body of - themſelves, But what I ſhall ſpeak

of reliſh, ſomething graceful rothe Taſte, to qualihe their birter Drugs, 
which elſe, perchance, would he immediarely ſpit our, ' and never ſwal - 
lowed. So (Sir) His Highneſs, of deplorable memorie to this Nation, 
£0 countenance as well the want of quality as heneſty in the reſt, hath 
nominatedſome, againſt whom there lies no othec Reproach, but onely 
that Nomination 3 bur not (Sir) our of any reſpe&t ro their Qualities, 
or regard to their Vertues, but with regard to the no Qualitic, to the ng 
Verrues of the reſt: which truly (Mr. Speak2r) if he had not done, we 
could eafily have givena more expreſs Name to his Other Houſe, thea 
he hath been: pleaſed todo, For we know a Houſe defign'd onely for 
Beggers and Malefa&ors, is 4 Howſe of (| o77eFi0n, and cer nv'd {o by your 
Law, But (Mr. Speaker) ſerting thoſe few Perſons afide, who I hope 
think the Nomination adiſgrace, and the ever coming to fit there, much 
a greater :. Can we without Indignation rhink on thereſt> Herhar's fic{t 
in their Roll, a condemn'd Coward, one that out of fear and baſcneſs did 
once what he could. to betray your Liberties, and does now the ſame for 
gain, The ſecond, a Perſon of as little ſence as honeſty, prefer'd for 
no other reaſon but his no Worth, his-no Conſcience 3 except that his

| publique, for a ProreRor, for every thing, for nothing, bur'onely har 
onething, Money, *Twereendleſs ro runthrough themall, ro tell you 
(Sir) of their Lordſhips of ſeventeen pound Land a year of inheritance ; 
of their Farmer Lordſhips, Dray-men Lordſhips , Cobler Lordſhips, 
without one foot of Land, but what the blood of Engliſhmen hath been 
rhe price of ; theſe (Sir) are to be our Rulers, theſe the Fudges of our 
Lives and Fortunes ; to theſe we are to ſtan4 bare, whilſt their pageant 
ſtage Lordſhips daign to give usa conference upon their Breeches, Mr. 
Speaker, we: have already had roo much experience, how unſupportable 
Servants are, when they become our Maſters : All. kinde of Slavery is 
miſerable in the accomprof all generous Mindes; bur rhar which comes 
accompanied: with Scorn and Contempt, ſtirs every Mans Indigna- 
tion, and is indured by none, whom Nature does not intend for Slayes,. 
as well as Fortune. |; 
I ſay not this (Mr. Speaker) to revileany man with his meanneſs ; for 
I never thought either the Malignity or Indulgence of Fortune, to be 
. (with wiſe of juſt Men) the grounds either of | rheir ill or their good 
, Opinion, Mr, Speaker, I blame nor in theſe Mcnthe faults of their 
Fortune, any otherwiſe bur as rhey make rhem rheir own: I oje& to 
you their Poyerry, becauſe it is accompanied with Ambition ;. I minde 
-you of - their Qualirie, becauſe they themſelves forger ir, So thar *cis 
not the Men I am angry with, bur. with their Lorſhips 3 not with Mr. 
Birkſtead; or Mx, Goaler (Titles I could well allawhim) but with The 
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Right Hono#fable, our fiagular good Lord and Goaley 2 Tis this inconigru 
ity (Mr. Speaker ),l am diſpleaſed with, 

So (Sir) that though we cafily grant Povefty and Neceſlity to be no 
taulrs, yet we muſt allow them to be great lmpediments in the way of 
Honour, and ſuch as nothing but extraordinary Vertue and Merit can 
well remove, The Scripture reckons it among Feroboams great faults, 
chat he made prieſts of the mean?ſt of the people ; and ſure it was none of the 
Vertues of our Ferohoam (who-hath: ſer up his Calves teo, and would 
have our Tribes come up-and worſhip them) that he obſerved the ſame 
Method, in making of Lords, | 

One of the few Requeſts the Portugals made ro Philip the Second of 
Spain, when he got that Kingdom (as His late Highneſs did this) by an 
Army, was, That he would not make Novility contersptibie, by advancing 
ſuch to that Degree,whoſe quality 07 vertue could be 0 way thought to deſerve 
#, Nor have we formerly been leſs apprehenfive of ſuck. inconvenicn- 
cies our ſelves; it was in Rc. 1's time, one of the Biſhop of Elys Ac- 
cuſations, that Caſtles and Forts of rruſt he did Obſouris & tgnotis ho- 
minibus tiadere, pur in the hands of obſcure and unknown Men : Bur 
We (Mr, Speaker) to ſuch a kind of Men are delivering up the Power of 
our Laws, and in that the power of All. 

In the 17 Edw.4. there paſt an A& of Parliamenr, for the degrading 
of John Ncvil Marqueſs Montage and Duke of Bedford ; the reaſon 
expreſt in the A&, Becauſe be-had aot a Revenue ſufficient for the maint aia- 
ng of that Dignity; to which was addel, That when men. of mean birth are 
called to high Eſtate, and have ao livelibood to ſupport it ut induceth Bribertes, 
Extortions, and all kiades of injuſtices that are followed by gain, And in 
the Parliament of 2, Carol. the Peers in a Petition againſt Scotiſh and 
Iriſh Titles, told the King, That *tis a Novelty wahout Preſident, That 
Mea ſhould poſſeſs Honours, where they poſſeſs nothiag elſe ; and that they 
ſhould have a Vote in Parliament, where thcy-have not a foot of Land, Bur 
if it had beerradded, Sir, 0; have no Laad but what is the purchaſe of their 
Villanies, againſt how many of o1r new Peers had this been an impor- 
rant Objeftion > To conelude (Sir) It hath been a very -Jjuſt and rea- 
ſonable care, amongſt all Nations, not to render thar deſpis'd and.con- 
remptible to rhe People, which is defign'd for their Reverence, and theig. 
Awe : Which (Sir) bare and empty Title,withour qualiry.or vertue,ne- 
ver procured any man, any more then the Image in the Fable made the 
Afs adored that carried ic, 

Afrer their quality,give me leave (Sir) to-ſpeak a word or two of their 
qualifications ; which certainly ought in reaſon to carry ſome propor- 


tion with the employmenrs they defign-chemſelves, The Houſe of Lords 


(Sir) are our Kings Hereditary great Councils : they are the Higheſt 
Court of Judicature 3; they have their part in Judging and Dzrermining 
of the Reaſons of Making new Laws, and of abrogating ol1:. From a- 
moneſt them we take our great Officers of State 3 they are commonly 
our G:nerals at Land, and our Admiralsat Sea : In concluſion (Sir) 
they are both of rhe Efſence and Confticurion of our old Government 3 
and have beſides, the greateſt and Hobie ſhare in the Ear” 
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' Now certainly (Sir) to judge according to'the DiRares of | Reaſon, one 


would imagine ſome {ai Facultics and Endowments to be neceflar 
for the diſcharging of ſuch a Calling'; and thoſe ſuch as are nor uſual] 
acquired in ſhops and ware-houſes, nor found by tollowing the Plough: 
Now what other Academies moſt of their Lordſhips have been bred in, 
but their Shops 3 whar other Arrs they have been verſed in, bur 
thoſe which more require good Arms and good Shoulders, then-govd 
Heads, I think (Mr, Spcaker) we are yet to be informed, Sir, we com- 
mir not the Education of our Children to Ignorant and Iiliterate Ma- 
ſters 3 Nay, we truſt not our very Horſes to unskilfut Grooms : I be- 
ſcech you (Sir) let Us think it belongs to Us to have ſome Care into 
whoſe Hands We commit the management of the "Commonwealth : 
And if we cannot have Perſons of Birth and Fortune to be our Rulers, 
to whoſe quality we would willingly ſubmir ; I beſeech you (Sir) 
for our Credits and Saferies ſake, ler us ſeek men (ar leaſt) of Parts and 
Educarion, to whoſe Abilities we may have ſome reaſon to give way, It 
Sir,a Patient dies under a Phyſicians hand Sets eſtecms that not aFe- 
lony, but a misfortune in the Phyſician; bur if one that is no Phyſician 
undertakes the management of a Cure, and the Party miſcarries ; the 
Law makes theEmperiquea Felon,and ſure in all Mens opinon the Pari- 
ent a Fool. To conclude (Sir) for Great Men to govern 'tis ordmary ; 
for Able Men*cisnatural;Knaves many times come to it by Force and Ne- 
ceſlity , and Fools ſometimes by Chance : Bur univerſal Choice and 
Ele&on of Fools and Knaves for Government, was never yet made by 
any who were not themſelves like thoſe they choſe. ; | 
But methinkes (Mr. Speaþer) I ſee ready to riſe after me, ſome Gen- 
rleman that ſhall tell you the grear ſervices that thcir new Lordſhips 
have done the Commonwealth ; rthar ſhall exrol their Valour,rtheir God- 
linefs, their Fidelity to the Cauſe ; The Scripture too (no dobut) as *tis 
ro all purpoſes, ſhall 'be brought in to argue forthem ; and we ſhall 
hear of the wiſdom of the poor man that ſaved the City, of the nor many wile, 
not many meghty; Attributes 'T can no way deny to be ducto their Lord- 
ſhips. Mr. Speaker, 1 ſhall be as forward as any man re declare their 
ſervices, and acknowledge them ; though I mighr tell you, that the 
* fame honour is not purchas'd by rhe bloud of an Enemy, and of a Ciri- 
zen ; that for ViQories in civil/Wars, till our Armics march thraugh 
the City, Ihave nor read rhat the Conquerours have been ſo void of 
ſhame as ro Triumph. Ceſar, not much more indulgent to his Coun- 
try, then our late Prote&or, did not ſo much as wrice publique Letters 
of his Victory at Pharſalia, much leſs had daies of Thankſgiving to his 
gods, and Anniverſary feaſts for having been a proſpernus Rebel, and 
given Juſtice and his Country the worſt, 
Bur Sir, I leave this Argument, an1 to be as good as my word, come 
'Topur you in mind of ſome of rheir ſeryices,and the obligation you owe 
rhem for the fame, To ſpeak nothing (Sir) of on2 of my Lords Com- 
 miſſioners yalour ar Briſtol, nor ofanother Noble Lords brave adventure 
' at the Bear-Garden; I muſt tell you Sir; that moſt of them have had 
Tthe'courage to do things, which (1 niay boldly ſay) few other Chriſtians 
* a9 ; duſt 
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durſt have ſo adventured their fouls to have attempted : They have 
not only ſubdued theirEnemies,bur theirMaſters, that raiſed and main - 
rained them 3 they have not only Conquered Scotland and Ireland, bur 
Revellious England too ; and there ſuppreſt a Malignant Party of Magi- 
ſtrares and Laws, Andrthat nothing ſhould be wanting to make them 
indecd compleat. Conquetours, (without the heip of Philoſophy) they 
have even Conguered themſclves, All ſhame rhey have ſubdued, as 
perfe&ly as all Juſtice ; the Oathes they have taken, they have as ca- 
fily digeſted, as their old General could himſclf; Publique Covenants 
and Engagements, thzy have trampled under toot : In concluſion, fo 
incice a Victory tney have over themſelves, thar thzir Cenſciences are 
as much. their ſeryants, as (Mr, Speaker) we are, But (Sir) give m2 
lcave to conclude with that which is more admirable then all this, and 
ſhevs the conadence they have of themſclyes and us : After having 
many times trampled on the Authority of the Houſe of Commons, and 
no leſs then five rimes difloly'd them, They hope for thoſe good ſer- 


vices to the Houſe of Commons, by the Houſe of Commons to be 


made a Houſe of Lorss, 

L have been over-long (Sir) for which I crav2 your pardon; there'ore 
in 4 word I conclude, L beſeech you ler us think.it our duty to have 
a care of two things : Firſt, That gllanies be not cncouraged with the 
rewards of Virtue ; Secondly, Thar the Authority and Majeſty of the 
Goyernment of ritts.

The Thebaizs 4d not admit Merchants into Government, till they 
had left their Traffick ten years :; ſurc *rwould have been long beſore 
Coblers and Dray-men would haye been allowed, If (Sir) the wiſ- 
dom of rhis Houſe ſhall find ic neceſſary to begin where we left, and 
ſhall think we have been hitherto like the Predigal, and that now when 
our neceſſities perſwade us (3.e.) that we are almoſt brought to herd-ir 
with Swine , now*tis high time tothink of a retuxa; Ler us without 
more ado, without this motley mixture , even take our Xulers as at 
the firſt, ſo that we can be bur reaſonably ſecured co avoid our (ounſel- 


lours as at the begianing. 
Give me leave (Sir) roreleaſe your Parience with a ſhort ſtory, Livy ' 


tells us, There was a State in 1taly, an Ariſtocracy, where the Novility 
ſtrerchr. their Prerogative too high, and preſumed a little roo much up= 
on the Peoples Liberty and Patience ; whereupon rhe diſcontents were 
ſo general and ſo great , that they apparently tended to a difſoJurion 


- of Government, and the turning of all things into Anarchy and Con- 


fuſion, Art the ſame time, beſides theſe diſtempers at home, there was a 


porent Enemy ready to fall upen them from abroad, rhat had been an 


over-martch for 'them at rheir .beſt Union, but now in theſe: diſorders,
